The California Governor's Office of Emergency Services (Cal OES) is 
announcing the opening of the Hazard Mitigation Grant Program (HMGP) 
made available by the Presidential Disaster Declaration for the Valley 
and Butte Fires (DR- 4240) . This program provides funding for the 
implementation of hazard mitigation project activities using grant funds 
from the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) . FEMA' s HMGP 
provides up to 75 percent federal share toward the total eligible 
activity cost. For DR- 4240, the federal share may not exceed 
$3,000,000.
